‘There were 2000 of themkilled upon 
the Ficld of Battle, the Number of the Wounded a- 
mountcd to near sooo, and above 7000 have been taken 
Prifoners, atnongit whom are 150 Saxon and Auttrian 
Officers; all their Artillery was likewilt taken. FPriace 
Ciarles, after having advanced as tar as Pirna, retired 
with his Army into Bohem‘a, and that of Saxony has ta- 
ken the Cane Rout; from wheuce it is judgec, that hs 
Serene Highnets did not think himtelf flrong enough to 
hazird another Battle, which was offered him by the 
King. 

Extrad of a private Letter from the Hague, Dec. 31. 

Ihave but a Moment’s Time to iutotm you of what 
I believe you will be glad to know, that is to fay, the 
Terms upon which the Treaty of Drefden is concluded 
wh'ch are faid to be thefe. A certain Diltri@ of the 
Kingdom of Bohemia is granted to the King of Poland, 
El. étor of Saxony, to indemnify him for the Lofs fu- 
ftained by the prefent War.

rable Lofs.. The Number of the killed is not known;
